DEATH OP PROP. GOODMAN. I 
THE REVIVAL JUBILEE. 


The Wen-Known Musician Pays the Debt 


ofNature-ASketcnofHis Lite. 


fiuin Tiutday's Daily 


The announcement of the death oC the 


well-known musician, Professor Andrew 
Goodman, which occurred hist night at 
11:30 o'clock, at the family residence on 
West Eldorado street, will occasion 
surprise to our people, as his demise was 
daily expected. He died peacefully, con 
scions and resignedly, in the presence of 
his wife and son, Mr. J. 0. Wise and Mrs. 
Augusta Martin, while the latter had her 
arm under his shoulder and after she had 
given him liquid nourishment. 


The deceased, who had been in failing 


health for nearly two years, was in the 
GHthyear of his age. The cause of his 
death was heart disease, an affection he 
contracted while in the regular army—in 
'(32 and '63, and with which, during his 
hist illness, he suffered more than tongue 
can toll. About two years ago he expe- 
rienced it severe attack, but recovered 
partly, being again visited with the same 
trouble a few mouths ago, since which 
time ho was compelled to remain at home, 
except on one or two days when he man- 
aged to come up town for a few hours. 
During his severe illness he was attended 
by several physicians who did everything 
for the sufferer that 
their skill sug- 


gested. A short time ago the deceased 
went to Chicago and consulted physi- 
cians there in the hope of finding, if not 
a perfect cure, at least temporary relief, 
but he experienced no perceptible change 
for the better, and he returned home, ac- 
companied by his wife, F. W. Haines and 
James Hollinger, who cared for him per- 
sonally while in Chicago. 


Before going to Chicago Mr. Goodman 


told a friend that he wiw not afrnid to 
L.",ie and that he was resigned to his fate; 
and again on last Sunday afternoon, re- 
alizing that the end was near, the do- 
ieused called his wife to his bedside and 
;old her in tender and affectionate words 
that he felt he could live but a few days, 
jut that he was not afraid to go, that he 
was resigned and was icady for the sum- 
mons. He told her that it would be a 
short time until she, too, would bo called 
to die, nnd then they would again be 
.inited in the other world. At that time 
jo gavo his wife minute instructions 
ibout private and family affairs, showing 
that his mind was clear and under com- 
plete control. 


Andrew Goodman was born in Bavaria, 


3ermauy, on Dec. ]'2th, 1825, and came 
Jo America in the 12th year of his age. 
He located at Columbus, Ohio, where in 
n few months he commenced receiving 
instructions in instiumsntal music. Hav- 
ng a natural talent in this line he made 


y rapid advancement, and at the age 


of 18 vears ho became the leader of the 
comet band at Columbus, which he re- 
;aiucd for a period of 21 years. The or- 
ganization was named Goodman's Band. 
At the breaking out of the late war, the 
deceased enlisted and served two years 
tud two months as the leader of the regi- 
mental band of tlie Nineteenth Infantry, 
United States Regular Army. 
He re- 


ceived an honorable discharge on account 
of the disease which caused his death, 
md returned to Columbus, where he con- 
;inued to reside until Sept. iil, 1870, when 
Lie came to Decatur with his futnily, being 
persuaded to do so by the members of 
the old Concordia Club. 
Dm ing his 


twelve years' sojourn in Decatnr, Mr. 
Goodman devoted his, time and talents to 
giving class and private lesions in danc- 
ing and instrumental music, in both of 
which he was specially skilled and suc- 
cessful. 


A few days after the arrival of the de- 


ceased in the city, ho was chosen leader 
of the brass band, which is now so widely 
and favorably know_n as "C4oodman's Cor- 
net Band." Ho also organized several 
orchestras, one of which now bears his 
name. Mr. Goodman's skill as a musi- 
cian was so well known that anything we 
can say at this time could not add to his 
well-earned reputation in this respect. 
He -vas acknowledged by competent 
judges in this and neighboring cities 
where ho was known to be a superior mu- 
sician, and u leader of pronounced ex- 
cellence. 
In August, 1877, when the 


Decatur Guards, Co. H, I. N. G., was or- 
ganized, Prof. Goodman was the unani- 
mous choice of the company for captain, 
and this position he held for three years, 
when he resigned. Thq deceased was 
very methodical in all his habits, and so 
closely wedded was he to his profession 
that he gave little time to social enjoy- 
ments except when nt home. He WHS a 
man of very positive convictions, and did 
not hesitate to express his views upon 
any subject, though he never invited dis- 
cussions. He was a member cf Deoatnr 
Lodge, No. a>, I. 0. O. P., but of late 
j ears had not attended the meetings of 
that organization. 


The deceased some ten mouths ago 


engaged in the furniture business us a 
member of the firm of J. C. Wipe & Co. 


The death of Prof. Goodmnu is a seri- 


ous loss to Decatnr, both as a musician 
and a citizen. He leaves a widow a son, 
Frank Goodman, and a sister, Mrs. Shef- 
ler, who resides at Galion, Ohio, The 
family will receive the sympathy of all 
our citizens in their sad bereavement.

The funeral of Prof. Goodman will take 


place from the family residence, on West 
Eldorado street, on Thursday, Jan. 11, at 
2 o'clock p. m. Friends are invited to 
attend.

Rev. Harrison selected for his text the

ed, and we are not saved." He spoke with 
great fervor and power, his voice being in 
fine condition. His prayer was manifest- 
ly very affecting. 
At the close of the ex- 


hortation—none of the ''boy preacher's" 
revhal talks can be designated sermons— 
50 persons came forward as penitents, 23 
of this number being new seekers. Many 
of them professed conversion. The meet- 
ing last night was pronounced the most 
glorious in its results of any yet held. 
There doesn't seem to be the least de- 
crease in the interest, for night after 
night the room is crowded full of people, 
the average attendance being 1200—the 
seating capacity of the room. To judge 
from the demonstration of last night, it 
would appear that the revival had just 
broken out, though the number of con-

"THAT'S JUST WHAT 1 TOLD YOU." 


Four Pounds of Powder, a Shattered 


Store and a Terrified Merchant. 


A little incident took place the other 


day in Oakley which demonstrates the 
danger in fooling with gunpowder, and 
which might have been accompanied by 
more fearful consequences. One of the 
wide-awake merchants of the town, think- 
ing to remove from his stove-pipe nnd 
chimney the soot which had there gath- 
ered, carefully weighed four pounds of 
powder, wrapped it securely with paper 
and string, placed it in the stove which 
then contained n fire, closed the stove 
door and held it shut with the poker, and 
then awaited the result His partner re- 
tired to the outside, preferring to take in 
the situation through the window. As it 
seems, the merchant was not aware of the 
peculiar nature of gunpowder, for tho 
result came sooner than expected, com- 
pletely demolishing the stove. The re- 
port was terrilh'c, startling tho villagers. 
We heard tho crash nnd seeing several 
running toward the store, ran also. Ar- 
riving nt the atore and making our way 
to the rear through soot and smoke, we 
found the startled and terrified grocer 
prostrate in a corner, gasping for breath. 
Cool outdoor air soon revived him. The 
most miraculous part of the afl'air was 
tho escape, uninjured, of the merchant, 
except a few slight wounds, from which 
he has mostly recovered. The scattered 
fire was picked up by by-slanders, pre- 
venting total destruction of the store. 
Luckily no other damage was done, ex- 
cept to the stove. Tho partner, when 
found, exclaimed, "That's just what I told 
you!" It is needless to state, the soot 
wag removed from pipe and chimney. 
This little incident should serve ns n 
warning to those who are inclined to play 
with powder and 
fire.

CONSIGNED TO THE GRAVE. 


Impressive Obsequies Attending 


the Burial of the Late 


James T. B. Stapp. 


The Floral Offerings—Intei-ment In Green- 


wood Cemetery. 


l-'itjtii Thursday's Daily. 


The funeral of .tho late James T. B. 


Stapp, whose death occurred in this city 
on Sunday last in the 79th year of his 
age, look place on yesterday afternoon 
from Stapp's Chapel in the presence of a 
congregation which nearly filled the audi- 
ence room. The ladies of the congrega- 
tion had brought a profusion of Moral 
ollbrings which were tastefully arranged 
about the pulpit, which was heavily 
draped in black. The beautiful offerings 
embraced a largo pillow, a cross, a pillar, 
and a design—"Our Brother"—formed 
of blue everlastings. 
On the rich casket, 


draped iu black cloth and velvet, rested a 
large white cross of tea roses and tuberoses 
and white carnation pinks. 


The services were conducted by the 


pastor of the church, Rev. AV. H. Mus- 
grove, assisted by Rev. J. P, Dimmitt, ot 
the First M. E. church, Rev. R N. Dnvies, 
D. D,, presiding elder of the Decatur dis- 
trict, and Dr. Hiram Buck, presiding 
elder of the Danville district. The exer- 
cises were interspersed with appropriate 
hymns by the chapel choir. 


The memorial address delivered by 


Rev. Musgrove consumed about !V3 min- 
utes' time. The minister selected for his 
text these words: "Thou sha't come to 
thy grave in thy full nge, like a shock of 
corn cometh in his season." The address 
was a scholarly and deserved tribute to 
the deceased who was converted in 1858, 
a year after his location in Decutnr, and 
had been a consistent member of the 
Chapel since tho society was organized, 
he alone contributing $12,000 toward the 
erection of the building. Near the pul- 
pit was placed the chair which the de- 
ceased occupied in the church after his 
hearing became so defective that he had 
to get nearer the pulpit to hear the ser- 
mons. Rev. Musgrove referred to this 
chair in the course of his remarks, and 
also to his personal acquaintance with 
the departed, with whom he had con- 
versed frequently within the past few 
months. A portion 01! the column bio- 
graphical sketch published iu the RE- 
PDBHCAX on Monday was read, and the 
funeral services came to a close. 


Tho pall bearers were Messrs. J. B. 


Race, M. Stallbrd, William Bowers, J. AV.

This is an as- 
sault upon the very citadel of professional 
honor; it is tho desecration of the inner 
temple of the teacher's life, and anyone 
who can indulge such a feeling ought to 
be barred and banned from tho school 
forever. 
But boards of education still 


employ them; prominent citizens urge 
their appointment; churches and social 
cliques endorse them. How will this rend 
onp hundred years hence, when public 
opinion will everywhere acknowledge 
that tho teacher stands among tho fore- 
most promoters and preservers of civil- 
ization, and when it will bo the pride of 
man or woman to do even the humble 
part of instruction? There is certainly n 
confusion of judgment among boards of 
education that will countenance teachers 
who are ashamed of thoir calling.

Let anyone of the thousand cynics 


now lounging in London ask himsolf 
whether an English 
prince who 


made a mesalliance for money or for 
beauty would bo sooner forgnen. or 
whether the lovp-mntcli of Napoleon 
III., was not one main cause of that 
popularity with Englishwomen which 
outlasted eveiything but his surren- 
der. 
They thought he should have 


performed the impossibility of -'cut- 
ting his way through." 


To this very hour tho deep feeling 


of Englishwoman for the .French 
empress, though founded, of course, 
on pity, is greatly assisted by tho 
rocolloction among the middle' siged 
of a triumph so conspicuous, and as 
visible owing to porsonal charm. — 
This kind of female interest is uni- 
versal. and extends in a more languid 
degree to tho men, who find in any 
national appreciation of beauty not 
only the charms which spring &07H 
kinship in tastp, but an oxcnso for 
spcret imbecility, a powerles&ness in 
presence of the 
attraction, which 


they all resent and feel. 


Wo wonder i f, besides all this,thero 


is any residuum of the old Greek 
foiling that beauty was a flour good 
in itself, a harmony, something which 
indicated that the gods or nature 
were not essentially and at heart 
hostile to man 
Many aiLists buy bo. 


and to judge by tlie extent of feeling, 
almost of pious feeling, excited by 
the beauty of scenery — tho positive 
esteem full in England for Switzer- 
land. for instance, for being so beau- 
tiful a place — the fooling should be 
general, but wt> doubt if it is so. 
If 


it were we fhonld more often hear of 
the beauty of kings and men in high 
places, bat it is a icmark never made 
by tho most abject courtier. 


Tho aoxt prince who ascends a 


throno any u here will Lave his praiwb 
and qualities hymned on all tho 
European wires, but if lie wero an 
Apollo or a Jove, tho bulletin -makers 
would feel instinctively that to say 
so would be regarded not as adula- 
tion, but as ridicule. It is for women 
to bo beautiful, tho men to bedignifi 
ed- tho luttor a credit arising from a 
different order of ideas, tho idoa of 
harmony between place and appear- 
ance in tho world. Wo should doubt 
if beauty worn admired in the ab- 
stract very consciously, bnt that tho 
interetit excited by bountiful women 
main tho internal oxcitod by boauti 
fill Fconnry, and this among those

The American Coal Trade 


The growth of tho anthracite coal 


trade has boon something marvelous. 
In 1842 only 1,000, 000"" tons wore 
mined. 
Ton years ago an effort was 


made to reach what was considered 
tho highest point that could possibly 
bo attained — namely, thn shipment 
of 20,000,000 tons. 
That was con- 


sidered as much as tho market conld 
take at any time.

30,000,000, and who shall say what 
it may be ten years honce?

willing to wreck his party upon the 
rocks of his personal ambition, but 
when his prudent recommendations 
havo boon disregarded, the result 
has boon overwhelming disaster to 
thoso who rejected his advice. 
He 


has been i-hargod with a reckless dis- 
regard for tho rights and welfare of 
the people, but, whon his utterances 
and actions.corao to be analyzed, it is 
soon that he has constantly labored 
to promote honesty and economy in 
thb administration of the government 
and tu lighten the burden of taxa- 
tion. 
When ho becamp President, 


many imagined thoir chief magistrae 
was a more politician: they have 
found huii to bp a publicist of the 
liighost ordor.

black whoels, streaked with silver. 
On it will be placed tbe catafalque 
aa it now stands. 
"Wreaths will bo 


deposited at tho base of the cata- 
falque. 
At tho four corners vases 


•will be affixed, in which will be burn 
ing perfumes, shrouding the coffin 
in vapor. 
Several cars will follow, 


containing wreaths, tbe number of 
which is momentarily increasing. It 
had been proposed to bear Antonin 
Marcoros' Htatuo, Gloria Victis, in 
place of De Lafayetto, on tho artil- 
lery wagon, before the coflin, as an 
allusion to Gambetta's services in 
3870, but objections were raised by 
the authorities. 


As early as daybreak the aspect of 


tho streets was animated. 
Flags 


draped with crape are everywhere 
displayed, and troops are marching 
between the Esplanade des Invalides 
and Palais Bourbon. The drapery 
on tho statue of Strasbourg, in the 
Place do la Concorde, is particularly 
remarked. 


The deputations from tho various 


departments are immense. They are 
massed in the Place des Invalides 
and along tho (Juai d'Orsay to the 
Potit Bourbon, an area of 23,000 me- 
tres. 
A denso mnas of spectators, 


the majority of .whom have boon in 
position luilf the night, occupy the 
street all tho way to tho cemetery. 
Tho remainder of the city is deserted. 


Onnpbetta's father, after mature 


reflection, decided not to oppose tho 
convictions of his son, but has con- 
cluded to permit tho funeral at Nice 
to bo a civil OUP. 


Tho fnnoral cur has just arrived 


at tho Quai d'Orsay, in front of tho 
Colonnade. 
It is preceded by six 


horsemen in black and whito uni- 
forms. 
Tho car is drawn by six 


horses. 
Tho coflin is covered with 


Mack velvet, which is again partially 
hidden by the tri-colors, draped with 
crapo nnd two natural palms, with 
woaths of rod immortelles Tho 
platform of tho car is literally cov- 
oied with wreaths.

It was headed 
by tho relatives and friends of tho 
deceased ; representatives of Presi- 
dent Grovy ; tho Ministers; Gener- 
als, includinp1 General Galliiit; Sen- 
ators ; Dopuiios, including Clomon- 
coan, and other members of the Ex- 
treme Loft. 
Brissoii, President of 


tho Chamber of Deputies, and Poy- 
rat, Vico President of the Senate, 
headed tho Sountors and Deputies 
respectively. 
The procession was 


no-irly two milns long. Tho Guard 
of Honor preceding and flanking tho 
catafalque was composed of the Re- 
publican Guard, with a band play- 
ing a funoinl dirge. It is estimated 
that '2(10,000 persons aro in tho pro- 
fossion, conspicuous among which 
are tho Froo Masons in complete 
uniform, and tho advocates and stu- 
dents nf I'aris.

To night tho Ogles- 
by pooplo are having their first for- 
mal conference, and tho hour ap- 
pointed for the caucus is one of tho 
subjects under consideration. 
An 


effort will be made to havo it post- 
poned to Thursday night, and may 
be successful. 


The afternoon was selected because 


it is expected tho meeting will be a 
very long ono and likely to last all 
night if tho gathering was not called 
till evening. Further, the Oglesby 
managers seem to think it is the plan 
of the Cullom people to get the mem- 
bers together thus early and hold 
them without adjournment, if possi- 
ble, till tho nomination is effected. 
This is precisely what Oglesby does 
not want. He camo hero and com- 
menced his canvass a week ago, and 
believes every day now is adding to 
bin strength. 
There is no doubt but 


that since tho members returned 
from their Sunday at home he has 
received accessions, for Cullom said 
this evening that he believed the race 
wna between himself and Oglesby. 
He expressed himself as entertaining 
tho kindliest feeling for the other 
candidates and confident of success. 


As at present arranged it is not 


part of the plan for Cullom's friends 
to cast their full strength on the first 
ballot in the caucus; they feel confi- 
dent of the final result but some com- 
plimentary voting is in contempla- 
tion.
